The (Catholic Stance on Life I ssues 


Do you know what makes a pro-life Catholic? In discussions with many 
Catholics, it seems that a tiny percentage is pro-life. People consider 
themselves pro-life because they are anti-abortion. But when you listen to 
their stance on related moral issues, they are not in tune with Catholic 
teaching. 

Few Catholics accept the Church's teaching on the consistent ethic of life. 
This principle states that when life is threatened at any stage, then it is 
threatened at every stage. Conservatives are often anti-abortion, yet pro 
capital punishment. Liberals would take the opposite sides. Meanwhile, 
members of both groups might support euthanasia or embryonic stem cell 
research. However, if you do not respect life at every stage, then you cannot 
call yourself a pro-life Catholic. 

"Human life is sacred because from its beginning it involves the creative 
action of God. . . . God alone is the Lord of life from its beginning until its 
end: no one can under any circumstance claim for himself the right directly 
to destroy an innocent human being" (Catechism of the Catholic Church, #2258). 
Even in the case of "guilty" human beings, capital punishment is 
unacceptable if "non-lethal means are sufficient to defend and protect 
people's safety" (Catechism, #2267). 

All life issues are inherently related. Whenever we begin to usurp God's 
authority over human life at any stage, then we are supporting the attack of 
life at every level. Nevertheless, the moral gravity of abortion does outweigh 
the other life issues. So it deserves special attention. Tuesday is the 40 th 
anniversary of Roe v. Wade. This is a special time to be well informed about 
this issue. 

The following statistics for the U.S. are 5 yrs. old, so the numbers may 
have shifted since then. 48% of pregnancies are "unintended," and half of 
these are terminated by abortion. There are 314 abortions for every 1,000 live 
births; so about 22% of pregnancies end in abortion. Teens obtain 17% and 
women 20-24 obtain 33%. There are 1.2 million/yr. abortions in the U.S. (or 
3,300/day). 

Planned Parenthood is the largest abortion provider in U.S. In fiscal year 
2007-08, Planned Parenthood provided 305,310 abortions with a net profit of 
$85 million and received $349.6 million of taxpayer money. Thus, abortion is 
big business. Perhaps those who profit from it may not be seeking the best 
interest of the general public, much less of the woman and child. 

We have the moral responsibility to pray for legislators, the unborn, 
pregnant women, and all affected by this issue. The Scriptures challenge us 
to respect life at every stage and to forgive those who have sinned against 
life. We are obligated to provide pastoral care for pregnant women and 
ensure that they have proper access to medical care even if they cannot 
afford it. Please join us to pray a Holy Hour at 6:30 PM this Wednesday .
